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"FLYING SAUCERS” OR "FAIRY RINGS”? 

“Flying saucers” are not exclusive with this generation. We have had 
many reports about these. Aviators, postmasters, housewives, auto- 
mobilists—in fact, they have been reported during the last twenty 
years from almost every walk of life. In many, instances, that which 
had been thought to be a r flying saucer has, upon investigation, turned 
out to be an optical illusion, a satellite, a weather balloon, a reflection, 
or something readily explained. It seems unfortunate, however, to 
classify flying saucers with the black panthers and the sea serpents, 
both of which are rooted in mistaken identification or in the minds of 
those fond of spoofs. To be sure, a certain percentage of those report¬ 
ing saucers are also spoofing or too credible. However, it must be 
granted, whatever their identity is (no one really knows), these 
flashes of light in circular form have not only been recorded by sci¬ 
entists of the highest standing for the past 150 years but also* have 
left their clearly visible marks on various fields, or forests, upon the 
earth. 

“So from dark clouds the playful lightning springs, 

Rives the firm oak or PRINTS THE FAIRY-RINGS.” 

This couplet is taken from the Botanic Garden, a long poem (1789) by 
Erasmus Darwin (1731-1802), grandfather of the eminent English 
naturalist. Dr. Charles Darwin. The Fairy-Ring, illustrated above, was 
sketched at Shrewsbury, England, the birthplace of the latter. His 
explanation of it is found in a footnote towards the end of the poem on 
Page 26, note xiii. 

“There is a phenomenon, supposed to be electric, which is yet un¬ 
accounted for; I mean the Fairy-rings, as they are called, so often 
seen on the grass. The numerous flashes of lightning which occur 
every summer are, I believe, generally discharged upon the earth, and 
but seldom (if ever) from one cloud to another. Moist trees are the 
most frequent conductors of these flashes of lightning, and I am 
informed by purchasers of wood that innumerable trees are thus 
cracked and injured. At other times larger parts or prominences of 
clouds gradually sinking as they move along, are discharged on the 
moister parts of grassy plains. Now this knob or corner of a cloud, 
in being attracted by the earth will become nearly cylindrical, as loose 
wool would do when drawn out into a thread, and will strike the 
earth with a stream of electricity perhaps two or ten yards in diam¬ 
eter. Now as a stream of electricity displaces the air it passes 
through, it is plain no part of the grass can be burnt by it, but just 
the external ring of this cylinder, where the grass can have access to 
the air; since without air nothing can be calcined. This earth after 



having been so calcined becomes a richer soil, and either funguses or 
a bluer grass for many years mark the place. That lightning displaces 
the air in its passage is evinced by the loud crack that succeeds it; 
which is owing to the sides of the aerial vacuum clapping together 
when the lightning is withdrawn. That nothing will calcine without 
air is well understood, from the acids produced in the burning of 
phlogistic substances, and may be agreeably seen by suspending a 
paper on an iron prong, and putting it into the centre of the blaze of 
an iron furnace; it may be held there some seconds, and may be again 
withdrawn, without its being burnt, if it be passed quickly into the 
flame and out again, through the external part of it which is in con¬ 
tact with the air. I know some circles of many yards diameter of this 
kind near Foremark, in Derbyshire, which annually produce large 
white funguses and stronger grass; and have done so, I am informed, 
above thirty years. This increased fertility of the ground by calcina- 
tion or charring, and its continuing to operate so many years, is well 
worth the attention of the farmer; and shews the use of paring and 
burning new turf in agriculture, which produces its effect, not so 
much by the ashes of the vegetable fibres, as by-charring the soil 
which adheres to them. 

Those situations, whether from eminence or from moisture, which 

were proper once to attract and discharge a thunder-cloud, are more 

liable again to experience the same. Hence many fairy-rings are often 

seen near each other, either without intersecting each other, as I saw 

this summer in a garden in Nottinghamshire, or intersecting each 

other, as described on Arthur’s seat, near Edinburgh, in the Edinb 
Trans. Yol. II p. 3.” 

In quoting the above, it may not be amiss to add that in the summer 
of 196 d a similar Fairy-ring was discovered at Jaffrey, New Hampshire 
and reported fully in the local Monadnock-Ledger as having been left 
there by a Flying Saucer. The ring, apparently, had been made by the 
Saucer, at or close to the time when several Jaffrey residents reported 
they had seen the Saucer close to its location. 

RAPID DISORGANIZATION OF THE HUMAN BODY 

On the night of the 16th of March, 1802, in one of the towns of the 
state of Massachusetts, the body of an elderly woman evaporated and 
disappeared from some internal and unknown cause, in the duration 
of about one hour and an half. Part of the family had gone to bed, 
and the rest were abroad. The old woman remained awake to take care 
of the house. By and by one of the grand-children came home, and 
discovered the floor near the hearth to be on fire. An alarm was made, 
a light brought, and means taken to extinguish it. While these things 
were doing, some singular appearances were observed on the hearth 
and the contiguous floor. There was a sort of greasy soot and ashes 
with remains of a human body, and an unusual smell in the room. Ali 
the clothes were consumed; and the grandmother was missing. It'was 
at first supposed she had, in attempting to light her pipe of tobacco ' 
fallen into the fire, and been burned to death. But on considering how 
small the fire was, and that so total a consumption could scarcely 
have happened if there had been ten times as much, there is more 
reason to conclude that this is another case of that spontaneous de¬ 
composition of the human body, of which there are several instances 
on record. It is to be regretted the particulars have not been more 
carefully noted.

At base, anomalies are of two kinds: (1) anomalous objects (things or 
events), and (2) anomalous processes (relationships). An anomalous object 
consists of the existence (or claimed existence) of some thing or event which 
is somehow a deviation from the usual, credible order of things, e.g., the sight¬ 
ing of an abominable snowman, a levitated fakir floating in the air, or a giant 
sea serpent. An anomalous process, however, can consist of quite ordinary 
things or events in some extraordinary conjunction. Thus, an occultist may 
believe that a pin placed in a wax image will lead to the death of someone 
(neither death nor wax images and pins themselves being extraordinary), or 
that the position of the planets at certain times can effect the personality 
development of children born at certain places on the earth at those times 
(planetary positions and children born with personalities in themselves being 
ordinary events). 

Anomalies can be further classified as being isolated or integrated with Marcello TPUZZi 

one another. Thus, some anomalies are quite singular and disconnected from 
other anomalies. A typical example would be belief in the existence of an Un¬ 
identified Flying Object. Though some groups have turned belief in UFOs into 
an integrated anomaly by seeing flying saucers as vehicles piloted by angelic 
spacemen,*^ most believers in UFOs see them as unexplained phenonomena 
within an otherwise normal scientific world-view. 

Integrated anomalies seem to more often consist of process anomalies 
than object anomalies. An occultist who believes in a set of magical processes 
is often likely to accept (or at least reserve judgment on) the credibility of 
someone else’s claim about other magical processes, but a believer in UFOs is 
usually no more likely to accept the claims for a Loch Ness Monster than 
those who disbelieve in UFOs. Since anomalous processes are usually based on 
the inference of strange causalities among otherwise ordinary events (events 
the non-occultist would simply label as “coincidences”), the establishment of 
sujh anomalies requires more evidence to convince the skeptical than might 
the anomalous object. This has implications for the frequency of belief in such 
anomalies

ENFIELD, Ill. (UPI) - An 
anthropology student who has 
made a study of sightings of 
ape-like creatures plans to hunt 
the “Enfield monster’' with a 
camera and a tape recorder 
today. 

Loren Coleman, 25, who is 
studying at the University of 
Illinois at Urbana after putting 
in three years at Southern Illi¬ 
nois University at Carbondale, 
said he and two friends- will 
attempt to locate a creature 
reported sighted during the last 
week around this White County 
community. 

Coleman, who said he has 
been collecting data on such 
sightings for 10 years, said he. 
believes the creature may be a 

type of anthropoid ape. “These 
are not the first such monster 

reports and they won’t be the 
last,” he said Friday. 

Coleman said he decided to 
look for the creature today af¬ 
ter talking with Rick Rainbow, 
news director at radio station 
WWKI, Kokomo, Ind., who with 
three companions said he saw 
an ape-like creature near En¬ 
field last Sunday. Rainbow tape 
recorded sounds he said were 
made by the creature. 

The sound on Rainbow’s tape 
is similar to an elephant call, 
Coleman said. He added he has 
heard the Saimang ape give 
such a call. 

Rainbow said he and his 
group saw a 5 to 5 a /2-foot tall 
creature, grcy-black in color, in 
the open end of an abandoned 
barn about half a ,mile north of 
Enfield. The creature let out a 
shriek and fled, he said. 

First reports of the “Enfield 
monster” came from Henry 
McDaniel, a disabled war vet¬ 
eran, who said a hair creature 
scratched on his door about 
9:30 p.m. April 25. He said he 
saw it again on a railroad track 
near his home last Sunday. 

Coleman said reports of an 

ape-like creature came from 
Canton, Ala., in 1960 and casts 
were made of tracks found in 
the area. 

There was a report of a crea¬ 
ture near Bridgeport in Law¬ 


rence County in 1962 and an¬ 
other report from Jackson 
County in 1942 of an ape-like 
creature that leaped 20 to 40 
feet across highways, Coleman 
said. 

“Then in 1971 there was some

Florida because the creature 
gave off some sort of odor,” he 

3aid. 

In 1941, Coleman said, a Rev¬ 
erend Harpole was hunting in 
the woods near Bonnie south of 
Mount Vernon when a creature 
jumped out of the trees, knock¬ 
ed off the minister’s hat and 
dislodged a pipe in his mouth. 
The startled clergyman whack¬ 
ed the creature on the head 
with his shot gun barrel and it 
fled, Coleman said.

WHILE POLICE are loath to laugh 
or confirm the rumors rippling the 
county, it probably is certain the 
whatsit is a homegrown monster. 

“Snallygaster” is defined by Web¬ 
ster’s Third New International Dic¬ 
tionary as a “mythical, nocturnal 
creature, half-bird and half-reptile, 
chiefly reported in rural Maryland, 
which preys on children and poul¬ 
try.” 

As a further clue to the monster’s 
origins, the snallygaster, the diction' 
ary says, is a corruption of the Ger¬ 
man term “schnelle geeschter,” 
meaning “quick spirits” — not too 
surprising for a county boardering on 
Pennsylvania Dutch country and also 
settled by Germans., 


Tales flourished into the middle 
1930s, but sightings ceased after a 
Middletown newspaper published a 
story saying the winged creature had 
drowned in a moonshiner’s mash 
barrel. 

About eight years ago Frederick 
once again was the scene of sightings 
of a monster — this one “about 6 feet 
tall, with a big bushy tail and black 
hair.” 

One explanation had it that the new 
creature was in fact Son. of Snaiivgas- 
ter, or Dwayyo, hatched from one of 
its late parent’s eggs. 

POLICE PRESSED a helicopter 
and searchlights into service last 
week after Anthony Norris reported 
finding footprints in his backyard 
measuring UV 2 inches long and near¬ 
ly 6 inches wide. 

The mystery may be over soon, 
however, 

The state police have summoned an 
expert from the Baltimore Zoo who is 
combing the area for evidence. 

In the meantime, local citizens 
have begun their own snallygaster 
hunt, and SykesviUe police are a little 
alarmed the hunters may come to 
more harm from each other than the 
hunted.

They’re jittery,” Police 
Chief Omer Herbert said. “If one

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Hunt: Foreign intrigue 


Those who have followed the tangled theories of conspiracy- 
woven around the assassination of President Kennedy know that 
it was an incredibly complex event and certainly not the work 
of a solitary "nut” with a cheap, inoperable mail order rifle. 

A handful of hardy civilian investigators have been quietly 
working for years to put all the pieces together. Some of these 
people have suffered terrors and harassment which dwarf the 
antics of ufology’s notorious Men In Black. The aftermath of the 
assassination included the wholesale deaths of key witnesses, the 
tampering of photographic evidence, and even the falsification of 
sworn testimony...that is, the text of signed affidavits was 
altered before publication in the Warren Report. 

The soon-to-be-released motion picture Executive Action will 
demonstrate the probable manner in which the assassination was 
carried out but, to avoid legal problems, will not name the 
co-conspirators outright. However there is documented evidence 
of Lee Harvey Oswald’s relationship with both the F.B.I. and 
the G.I.A. David Perrie’s New Orleans library card was found 
among Oswald’s effects in his room in Dallas. Jack Ruby’s connections 
with both the Mafia and the C.I.A. have also been documented. 

Perrie, of course, had once served as a G.I.A. pilot. The drug 
trade is also implicated.

THE BAY OP PIGS 

The motives for ihe killing are as complicated as the modus 
operandi of the assassination itself. Several different groups, 
each with their own motive, were apparently involved. Fanatical 
right-wingers were suckered by the conspirators into taking part. 
Cuban refugees unwittingly volunteered to participate in the 
various cover-up deceptions. Victims of the coup in Indochina 
only weeks before may have also been involved. Madame Nu (remember 
her?) had fled to the United States after her family, the ruling 
family of Viet Nam, had been wiped out in the coup. The day before 
the assassination she boarded a plane to Europe. Known as "the Dragon 
Lady”, she and her family allegedly ruled drug traffic in southeast 
Asia. It has also been firmly established that members of the C.I.A. 
in Viet Nam operated a profitable side-line in drugs. In Dallas, 

Jack Ruby served as "bag man” for gangsters engaged in the illicit 
drug business. 

President Kennedy knew of, and was very disturbed by, the 
activities of the C.I.A. He intended to put the screws to that 
organization. He was appalled by the murder of the Viet Names© 
leaders in the coup of November 1963» and was dismayed by what 
President Johnson later described as "the C.I.A.'s Murder Inc. 
in the Carribean". 

The Bay of Pigs invasion was planned during the Eisenhower 
administration, with Vice President Richard Nixon serving as 
liaison between the White House and the C.I.A. on the project. 

Various investigative reporters now claim that some of Mr. Nixon*s 
closest associates (e.g., Bebe Rebozo) had business interests : ±n 
Cuba which they lost when Fidel Castro seized power there. 

Invasion plans were in the final stages when Kennedy took 
office. He ordered U.S. air support removed from the plan and 
insisted that only Cuban refugees could take part in the actual 
invasion. The C.I.A. believed the invasion would inspire a 
popular uprising among the Cuban people. Instead, the Cubans 
rallied to Castro and the invasion was a failure. The Cuban 
refugees blamed Kennedy for the failure even though air support 
would not have altered the course of the battle. 

One of the C.I.A. agents in a key position in the planning 
of the Bay of Pigs was E. Howard Hunt. The army officer who acted 
as liaison between the Kennedy White House and the C.I.A. was 
Major Alexander Haig. 

NOVEMBER 22, 1963 

According to the official records, no members of the Secret 
Service were stationed in Dallas 1 Dealey Plaza on the day the 
President was shot. However, two men claiming to be Secret Service 
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were present on the grassy Knoll that day and were even wearing 
the small colored pins that identified them as such* (She color 
of the pins is changed daily...they were wearing the right color* ) 
There were numerous other strangers about. William Allen, a 
photographer for the Black Star agency, enapptd pictures left and 
right after the assassination. One of his photographs was Dallas 
Policemen leading a man away from the grainy knoll. He was slim, 
with thinning hair, an angular fact, a sharp pointed nose and a 
determined jaw. She photo is printed here (Bigs. 1 & la).

There is no official record of this man’s presence in Dealey 
Plaza that day. 


Five years pass. The Rev. Martin Luther King is shot down in 
Memphis. A few days later the F.B.I. announced that the name of 
the killer was Eric Starve Galt and they released a drawing 
(Fig. 2) which was widely published. It was supposedly composed 
from the descriptions of the people who lived in the rooming 
house across from the motel balcony where King was shot. The sketch 
resembles almost exactly the man photographed in Dealey Plaza. It 
does not resemble James Earl Ray, who was later arrested and 
convicted of the crime. The rooming house witnesses agreed that 
the sharp-nosed man was the one who had rented a room. When they 
were later shown photographs of Ray they said he was not the man. 

Apparently the man in Dealey Plaza had been directly involved 
in the King assassination. The name ’’Eric Starve Galt" was from 
the name of a character in one of Ian Fleming's James Bond novels.

FINALLY, WATERGATE 


When the blundering Cuban Watergate burglars were first 
arrested they produced false identification bearing names from 
the novels of a writer called David St. John. Another literary 
conceit. David St. John specialized in spy novels, and novels 
based on witchcraft and black magic (he's quite an authority on 
these subjects). His home in Washington, D.C. is named "Witch's 
Island". David St. John's real name is E. Howard Hunt. He has 
an angular face, sharp nose and determined chin. (Figs. 3 & 4)

some hair do we have E. Howard Hunt? If so, his reputed flair for 
the romantic has carried him a long way...from Dallas in 1963 to 
Memphis in 1968 to, finally, jail in 1973. In a review of his 
more public career, the New York Times recently pointed out that 
he has published more than forty books and was earning more than 


$50,000 a year at the time of his arrest. Yet the T imes called 
him a failure. Failing, presumably, is a synonym for getting 


c aught. 


Other C.I.A. men have fared better. Alexander Haig skyrocketed 
from the rank of major in 1962 to the rank of four-star general 
in 1973, Normally it takes 20-30 years for a career officer to 
reach such. rank...if he is very lucky and well-positioned. This 
year General Haig resigned from the army to become President 
Nixon's Chief of Staff, meaning he runs the White House. 


Where is all this leading us? The late Robert Kennedy once 
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complained that there were guns between him and the White House. 

He is also supposed to have expressed concern that he and his 

brother, the President, were facing a revolt of the generals, even 
a possible military coup. 


When a Canadian businessman, Hichard Giesbrecht, overheard two 
men (one of them was apparently Ferrie) discussing the assassination 
xn an airport restsarant he quickly reported the conversation to 
the P.B.I. Later, he says, they called him back and told him to 
forget it because "It’s too big...We can't protect you.” 


There seems to be a long-range scenario involved here. The 
assassinations may have been only small parts of that scenario. 
Giesbrecht reported that Perrie said something about "now we're 
getting all the money we need from Mercury, Nevada.” Mercury is 
a fly speck on the map but is the headquarters for all of the 
Atomic Energy Commission's underground nuclear tests.

“In my opinion, the copter is 
spotting cattle in the early eve¬ 
ning and then comes back and 
picks them up late at night,” 
sheriffs deputy Louis Layton 
said Saturday. “We’re check¬ 
ing furiously everywhere to lo¬ 
cate its base of operation.” 

The huge helicopter has been 
sighted over cattle ranches in 
S t e . Genevieve, Iron, St. 
Francois and Raynolds count¬ 
ies, Layton said. He said sim¬ 
ilar reports have been re¬ 
ceived by authorities in South¬ 
ern Illinois. 

The deputy said he saw the 
helicopter over a ranch in the 
St. Marys area Friday evening 
but could get no closer than a 
quarter mile before the craft 
moved on. 

“Two St. Francois County- 
deputies saw the copter hover¬ 
ing about 20 to 25 feet ebove 
some cattle on a ranch in the 
western part of the county,” 
Layton said. “It took off like 
lightning when it saw the po¬ 
lice car’s flashing red light.” 

There have been no missing 
cattle reports in recent weeks 
in Ste. Genevieve or St. 
Francois counties, but a num¬ 
ber of cattle thefts have oc¬ 
curred in Iron and Raynolds 
counties, police said. 

Layton theorized that rus¬ 
tlers aboard the helicopter 
shoot the animals with tran¬ 
quilizer guns, then lower a 
cable and hoist them aboard.

Mrs. Peters said the helicop¬ 
ter motor was quiet-running and 
apparently muffled by some de¬ 
vice. 

Mrs. Stone’s report of hearing 
a helicopter came to state po¬ 
lice about 12:45 a.m. today. 

Delbert Stone, her husband, 
said they arrived home about 
midnight from the Anna Fair. 
After they retired, the Stones 
heard cattle bawling and the 
humming of a helicopter motor. 

They listened to the hum for 
about 30 minutes. Then a truck 
motor started up and the truck 
changed gears about six times, 
Stone said, as though it were 
carrying a heavy load. 

After hearing the truck, Mrs. 
Stone called the state police. 

Stone said a helicopter was 
in the area during daytime 
hours about a month ago. He 
thought it was taking pictures 
for an aerial survey but learned 
later these pictures are taken 
from higher altitudes. 

James Stevenson, manager of 
the Meadowlark Farm, near 
Percy, may have been the first 
person in Southern Illinois to 
suspect the use of a helicopter 
in rustling operations. 

“About three months ago, 
when persons at the farm were 
loading cattle to ship to Can¬ 
ton, they noticed there was 
about 35 head of cattle missing. 
These animals would weight be¬ 
tween 700 and 800 pounds. Jim 


remembered he had seen a 
green helicopter without mark¬ 
ings in the area of the farm 
for three or four days prior 
to the day the cattle were miss¬ 
ed,” said E. W. “Barney” West 
of the Perry County sheriff’s 
office. 

Meadowlark Farm, which is 
owned by the Southwestern Coal 
Co., is the only one to report 
any theft of cattle. 

Perry County sheriffs are con¬ 
ducting regular night and day 
patrols in areas where cattle 
are kept, said Ed Rainwater, 
sheriff. 

The county is planning to ask 
farmers to assist in patroling. 

“The farmers would not carry 
guns, but would notify the sher¬ 
iff’s department if they spot 
anything,” said West. 

Randolph County Sheriff 
Ralph Bollinger said, ‘The 
county has been very lucky. 
About two months ago, three 
head of cattle were shot near 
Steeleville, but charges h a v e 
been filed against a Randolph 
County man. That is the only 
report we have had.” • 

Bollinger said several h e 1 i- 
copter sightings have been re¬ 
ported. “On Monday, a helicop¬ 
ter matching the description of 
the one suspected of being used 
for rustling was seen east of 
Chester going northwest. It was 
last seen near Red Bud.” 

The Randolph County Sheriff’s 
office has regular day and night 
patrols.

Mysterious gaseous fumes again in¬ 
vaded the switchboard room of City Hall 
yesterday, sending two of the telephone 
operators to a doctor for a precaution¬ 
ary checkup. 

Both quickly recovered. 

Investigators said the new incident, 
the fourth to occur and the third within 
four months, may have been triggered 
by redecorating to provide the operators 
with larger quarters. 

On previous occasions, some of the 
operators have been hospitalized briefly. 

' City maintenance technicians, fire de¬ 
partment and police experts and others 
have worked long hours without finding 
the source of the mysterious fumes. 

But, Ronald W. Jensen, maintenance 
services director, said the cause of yes¬ 
terday’s problem may have been discov¬ 
ered by chief criminalist Joe Collier. 

“It may have been fumes from my old 
office down the hall,” Jensen said Col¬ 
lier told him. “We’re remodeling it for 
them.”* 

The work includes use of an adhesive 
mastic whieh produces fumes, Jensen 
said. 

The fumes apparently spread into the 
hallway, and a positive pressure in the 
hallway forced the fumes into the 
switchboard room whenever the door 
was opened. 

An ion detector within the room, sensi¬ 
tive to such fumes, went off, and the 
two operators complained of feeling ill a 
short time later. 

“We’re not sure that the mastic is the 
cause,” Jensen said, “so we're still 
working on it. We took air samples and 
they’ll be examined.” 

In the meantime, he added, the air- 
conditioning ductwork was rearranged 
so the’switchboard area, formerly given 
recirculated air with 50 per cent of fresh 
air mixed in, will now receive 100 per 
cent, fresh air. 

A return vent has also been blocked, 
so there is now a positive pressure with¬ 
in the room. As a result, opening the 
door forces the air within the room into 
the hallway, instead of the other way

The operators who were working in 
the basement of the Municipal Building 
at 251 W. Washington, suffered various 
degrees of nausea and dizziness. There 
were six operators on duty at the time, 
officials said. 

Switchboard supervisor Lucille Moore 
said the operators began complaining of 

dizziness and fainting shortly after 10 
a.m.

Bacon, 3143 W. Sahuaro; Mrs. Doris Wil¬ 
son, 4833 E. .Grenada; Mrs. Sharon’Cbil- 
dree, 4501 E. Campbell; and Barbara 
Wood, 5613 W. 63rd Drive. 

Hospital officials Said the four tele¬ 
phone operators were treated and re¬

My grandfather backed away from her and would not allow her to 
touch him. Keeping the lady at a saft distance he fled back the 
way he had passed...Other black men of that time have told similar 
stories...
